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quarters. He laler told the FBI that he has seen the girl 
on two previous occassions outside the building. Khan 
was a wealthy Iranian dissident with ties to various intel- 
ligence services. He served as an intelligence agent for 
the British in World War II and helped overthrow Iranian 
Prime Minister Mohammed Mossadegh in 1953. In the 
early 1960’s, Khan turned to the Shah whose agents 
tried to kidnap him in Switzerland. During the aftermath 
of the assassination, the FBI interviewed him but failed 
to follow up any leads concerning Khan's involvement, if 
*ny, in the Senator ;s death. 
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One of the many people to die under mysterious cir- 
cumstances in the aftermath of the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy was Navy Ll Cmdr, 
WILLIAM PfTZER. Pitzer was found dead in his office 
at Bethesda Naval Hospital on October 29, 1966. Pitzer 
was involved in the autopsy of Pree/dent Kennedy and 
may have had inside information on what took place. 
Pitzer was shot with a 45-caliber pistol and his family 
was denied the results of his autopsy. They were told 
his death was a suicide. 
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A. the same time that President Kennedy was fatally 
wounded in Dealy Plaza most of his cabinet were on a 
military aircraft headed for Japan. Once Secretary of 
State Rusk and Press Secretary Pierre Salinger heard 
the news of Kennedy's wounding, they tried to contact 
the White House but only got as far as the Situation 
Room. They were unable to verify the situation in 
Washington because the CODE BOOK used to corrob- 
orate secret information was missing. 
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In 1960, a little known incident that took place in a Las 
Vegas hotel almost brought down the CIA - Mafia plots 
to kill Fide l Castro. On October 31. 1960, ARTHUR 
BALLETT ! , who worked for a Florida investigator, was 
arrested for placing a bug in a Las Vegas hotel. In a 
subsequent FBI investigation of Balletti, it was discov- 
ered that Robert Maheu, a confident of Howard Hughes, 
had worked with the CIA and elements of organized 
crime, namely Sam Giancana, to get information on 
Castro through underworld contacts. The FBI failed to 
prosecute Balletti in order to insure the confidentiality of 
the CIA - Mafia plot. 


M new French Connection to the assassination of 
President Kennedy has come to light. In an October 2, 
1972 interview given to French journalist Carmille Gilles, 
OAS soldier of fortune and ex-Delta commando JOSE 
LUIS ROMERO said he was offered $400,000 to kill the 
president. He was given the contract by an American 
contact called “Mike’ who told Romero to shoot JFK 
while the president was in France. Romero was to 
make it look like an attempt on the life of President 
DeGaulle. Romero, after second thoughts, turned down 
the offer.

In a new book called Double Cro— (h y Chuck 
Giancana) it is suggested that a mafia hit team killed the 
late actress MARIL YN MONROE . According to the au- 
thor, four men broke into Monroe's home on the night of 
August 4, 1962 and killed her with a lethal injection of 
Nembutel. Monroe’s death was alleged to be in retalia- 
tion for Attorney General Robert F. Kennedy’s prosecu- 
tion of Giancana and other mob figures. 
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vn the night of November 22, 1963 while Lee Harvey 
Oswald was in the Dallas jail, he made a call to a num- 
ber in Raleigh, North Carolina. Two law enforcement of- 
ficials monitored the call and told operator Swinny to tell 
Oswald that the call could not be completed. It has 
been reported that in the late 1950's and earfy 60s the 
US NA VAL INTELLIGENCE had a program to send in- 
filtrators into the Soviet Union. Their base was near 
Raleigh. Who could Oswald have been trying to call 
there? 
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Newly declassified material has shed light on the 1962 
CUBAN MISSILE CRISIS. It has been learned that 
coring the crisis, JFK did not give Soviet Premeir 
Khrushchev a firm pledge not to invade Cuba if the 
Russians removed their missiles. It had previously been 
reported that there was a deal made between the two 
leaders which guaranteed that if the missiles were re- 
moved there would be no invasion of Cuba.
